To the Citizens of Belknap County. 


As required by law we submit our report for the year ending April 30, 
1889, together with the reports of the several County Officers. 

It gives us pleasure to say that the management of the Farm and 
Almshouse, under the care of Mr. and Mrs. H. C. Gale, meets our 
hearty approval and we regard this, their first year, as a safe guaranty 
of what their future work will be. We have secured their services for 
the coming year greatly to the satisfaction, as we believe, of the inmates 
who appreciate the kind treatment they have received and the efforts 
made for their comfort and happiness. 

The inmates have been unusually well during the year and no epi- 
demic has prevailed as will be seen by reference to the Physician’s Re- 
port. 

The Farm is being constantly improved, the purchase made of Dr. 
Perley one year ago being a fine acquisition. 

In the matter of County finances we are unable, for reasons entirely 
beyond our control, to report so large a reduction of debt as we hoped. 
The increased calls from the foreign population in our manufacturing 
villages, the draft made on us under the indigent soldier law, an ex- 
traordinary epidemic of insanity involving large and unusual expense, — 
interest on the debt, increased court expenses and the purchase of the 
Asahel Sanborn wood-lot are among the reasons why the County debt 
has been no farther reduced. 

The County Convention may tell us that we have ample provision for 
all the unfortunate at the Farm and that the bills for the external poor 
should be reduced by taking more of them to the Almshouse. We de- 
sire to say that we have made a constant effort in this direction and are 
confident that in most cases our poor people can be much better cared 
for at the Farm than at their homes, while our children are kindly treat- 
ed and provided with good school privileges. In spite of this, how- 
ever, there is manifested a determination to keep away from the Farm 


as long as possible, although we frequently hear from those settled

there such remarks as ‘‘This is the best home I ever had” and ‘‘[ wish 
I had come before.” 

Dealing with those cases is the most difficult, perplexing and thank- 
less part of our duty. A much larger proportion of them than is gen- 
erally supposed are cases of temporary relief which can not be taken to 
the Farm. It is never pleasant to drive people to the Almshouse and 
oftentimes personal pride will make them self-supporting if only a tem- 
porary misfortune can be tidied over. Wecan only say we wish this 
class of bills could be made smaller but we have seen no way, without 
needless severity, of making them so. 

We cordially invite all interested in the poor and unfortunate to visit 
the Farm and Almshouse and inspect for themselves the care and treat- 
ment they are receiving. 

In behalf of the inmates we return their heartfelt thanks for the many 
tokens of kindness given by friends of Laconia and vicinity on Christ- 
mas day. } '

Solicitor’s Keport. 


To the County Commissioners: 

The county has had no case on the civil docket during the year. 

Of thirteen criminal cases pending at the beginning of the year, one 
has been disposed of by a nolle prosequi and one has_ been dismissed 
on account of the defendant’s death, five have been disposed of on a 
plea of nolo contendere and one on a plea of guilty, one has been con- 
tinued on account of a disagreement of the jury and four on account of 
the defendants being absent from the state or imprisoned on other 
charges. 

During the year thirty-nine indictments have been found and two in- 
formations have been presented, of which twenty-nine were liquor cases. 
Of the liquor cases, twenty were disposed of on plea of guilty or 0/0 
contendere, two by trial and verdict of guilty, one by trial and acquit- 
tal, two by nolle prosequi after trial and disagreement, one by nol/e 
prosequé on account of probable mistake, and the remaining three 
were continued. There were also two informations under the so-called 
nuisance act, and in each an injunction issued with the defendant’s con- 
sent. Of the other twelve indictments, five were against boys for 
breaking and entering. Three of the boys pleaded guilty, but sentence 
was suspended on account of their extreme youth, after a reprimand by 
the court, while the cases are still pending against the other two boys. 
One rape case and one assault case were tried and resulted in a verdict 
of guilty. In one case of breaking and entering, the defendant was 
sentenced on a plea of guilty, and two other cases against the same de- 
fendant were marked as not to be brought forward. One larceny and 
one assault case were continued on account of the absence of the de- 
fendant in each. 

Altogether there have been eight trials, of which four have resulted 
in a verdict of guilty, one in a verdict of not guilty, and three in a dis- 
agreement.

There have 
been seven deaths the past year from the following causes : 

Samuel A. Brown died May 15th, 1888, aged 79 years, of consump- 
tion. Morris Stevens died Aug. 14th, 1888, aged 6 months, of cholera 
infantum. Samuel Boynton died Aug. 22d, 1888, aged 84 years, of 
cancer. Charles Jaquish died Aug. 25th, 1888, aged 85 years, of old 
age. Susan Hoit died Sept. 22d, 1888, aged 72 years, of old age. 
William C. Sanborn died Sept. 22, 1888, aged 79 years, of consump- 
tion. Addie Smith died Feb. 24th, 1889, aged I9 years, of consump- 
tion.
